Dr. LeRoy A. King, secretary of 
the Narberth School Board and 
professor of educational administra- 
tion at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, was notified last Friday of 
his appointment by Governor Fish- 
er to the State Council of Educa- 
tion. This appointment, which is 
for the term of six years, will neces- 
sitate D-. . r »!r.g.'5.. attendance once a 
month at the sessions of the Coun- 
cil, which is an advisory body to 
the State Educational Department. 

The appointment of Dr. King to 
the Council will give the school 
boards of the State representation 
in this body, no other members be- 
ing connected with school boards. 
The appointment will come before 
the State Senate for ratification at 
the coming meeting of that body on 
December 31. The first session of 
the Council will take place on Janu- 
ary 4, 1929. 

The chief duties of the State 
Council of Education may be sum- 
marized as follows : ''To recom- 
mend needed legislation for the pub- 
lic schools of the commonwealth to

ORIGIN IS EXPLAINED 



Some iy years ago there fell into 
the hands of a minister's wife a 
beautiful legend that prompted a 
Christmas service with real spiritual 
significance, which since then has 
had its counterpart in churches and 
Sunday schools the country over. 

For the first time, so far as is 
known, such a Christmas service is 
to be held in Narberth.

Then are the King and his 
court assembled in a great room of 
the palace, which is all white, the 
floor of marble and the walls hung 
with curtains of white silk. All are 
in white apparel and they offer unto 
the king white gifts to show that 
their love and loyalty are without 
stain. The rich bring to their lord 
pearls, carvings of ivory, white 
chargers and costly embroidered 
garments. The poor present white 
pigeons and handfuls of rice. Nor 
doth the great king regard one gift 
above another so long as all be 
white. And so do they keep the 
king's birthday." 



As so the "White Christmas" was 
suggested. And what could be more 
fitting than that on the day which 
Christmas commemorates — t h e 

Christian peoples' King's birthday — 
His subjects should bring "white 
gifts" of loyalty and love? 

The "White Christmas'' service 
of the Narberth Presbyterian 
Church is to be under the auspices 
of the Sunday school.

MOTOR CAR A ND SLED 

"Sledding gaily down hill, shrill 
voices raised in whoops of sheer 
joy, life pulsing vibrantly in sturdy 
bodies — then, death, swift and 
tragic. Two homes plunged into 
deepest sorrow, two lives needlessly 
sacrificed, two more victims added 
to the lon<j list of tragedies traceable 
to the failure of parents to recognize 
that changed conditions of traffic 
demand change in the mode of 
children's play and recreation. 

Thus the Keystone Automobile 
Club sums uj) a recent accident in 
which two boys were instantly- 
killed by a motor car while sledding 
on a Philadelphia street. 

"There is," says Joseph R. Mur- 
phy, supervisor of the Ardmore of- 
fice, "no disposition to exculpate the 
driver of the car who heartlessly 
abandoned the little victims and con- 
tinued on his way. The speed with 
which he crossed the intersection 
may have been responsible for the 
crash, but, for all practical purposes 
of accident prevention, the point 
should be stressed that the use of 
sleds on the highway, whether in 
cities, towns or villages, is an open 
invitation to disaster and should be 



absolutely banned by all careful and 
prudent parents. 

"Snow has the same lure for 
children of this generation as it held 
for the fathers and mothers who 
enjoyed the capital winter sport of 
sledding under conditions vastly dif- 
ferent from those of the motorized 
age. In the 'good old days' the only 
danger was accident to the sledders 
by upsetting. Today children on 
the highways are beset with the 
manifold dangers of collision with 
cars and trucks. 

"Wherever possible, iocal authori 
ties should recognize the right of the 
boys and girls to healthful winter 
sport, by roping off the streets to 
traffic during certain hours. Where 
no arrangement can be made, it is 
far better to keep sleds from the 
hands of children than to allow them 
to run risks that in many cases will 
inevitably result in serious injury 
or death. 

"The Philadelphia accident, com- 
ing with the first snow of the sea- 
son, should serve also as a warning 
to motorists. Only the exercise of 
unusual care by drivers will avert 
calamity where children persist in 
the dangerous sledding practice in 
unprotected streets."

morally straight. ... No higher 
tribute can be paid a man than to 
say that he a good scout — and these 
three attributes are, of course, the 
fundamentals of the Boy Scout 
•code. 

"These young men were boys 
with strong, healthy bodies — and 
they have kept them that way. . . . 
All three held offices in their classes 
during school life here, although 
Folwell had the advantage of age 
over Paul — we didn't deem it pru- 
dent at the time to have two Sculls 
leading their class. . . . Just 
think! — two brothers in the same 
house, attending the same school 
and the same college, and never a 
scrap. ... I have two boys — I 
can't say that!" 

Mr. Pennypacker paid tribute to 
the Sculls and Gene Kuen for 
their truthfulness, straightforward- 
ness and leadership. "They were 
always four-square," he concluded. 

Superintendent S. Edgar Downs, 
of Lower Merion Public Schools, 
was introduced by Mr. Selby with 
the statement that "what he knows 
about transportation makes Mitten 
look like a novice. We had Mr. 
Downs at a club meeting once, ex- 
plaining his bus schedule for tak- 
ing children to school, and its in- 
tricacies were amazing, especially to 
us who always had to walk when 
we went to school. . . ■" 

Two — or Three — "Jewels." 

Mr. Downs recalled the instance 
of Cornelia, the Roman matron, 
who. when jeered by others more 
richly gowned and bejeweled than 
she, presented her two boys to the 
assembled company and said : 

"These are mv jewels." 

"After all Is said and done," he went i 
on, "It doesn't matter very much 
whether you have stocks and bonds and 
money, but It matters very much that 
you have the right kind of boys. I am 
certain that this neighborhood will al- 
ways have good boys If It has good 
fathers, and I am certain that the 
fathers can learn as much from the 
boys as their sons can learn from them. 

"Nothing Is better for a boy than 
having his father as a chum, nor more 
valuable for the father than having 
his boy as a chum. . . ." 

Speaking of the three honor guests, 
Mr. Downs declared: "We are glad that 
our boys look up to them, because they 
are clean, brave and true. I congratu- 
late this community for having these 
young men as representatives of it." 

Coach Albeit C. Adam of the Lower 
Merion gridiron team was called on for 
n brief talk, and he lamented the fact 
that the Sculls had gone on to college 
jefore he took the reins of the Maroon 
and White squad. "If I had a choice of 
all the backfleld men in the country." 
he said, "I would pick Paul Scull. That's 
not a compliment; It's a fact." He 
commended all three stars on their 
career, and predicted great things for 
Gene Kuen, who has another year be- 
fore him at Penn. 

Folwell Is Versatile. 

Praise for all three athletes was 
sounded by Penn's line coach, "Lud" 
Wray, who declared that Folwell play- 
ed a great game for Penn at end last 
year, and that although he was not so 
rugged as Paul, was strong, intelligent 
and fast. 

"Folwell was a track man, and a great j 
one, too. That called for an entirely 
different type of spirit than football. In 
track the individual comes first, but 
in football it is the team spirit that 
counts. Folwell, who did well in both 
sports. Is a most unusual type for that 
reason," he said. 

"As for Gene Kuen, he can't help but 
make good in a big way next year. Not 
only does he have the ability and the 
experience gained already, but he has a 
fine mother who Is proud of his grid- 
iron career, and is backing him to suc- 
ceed. I've heard that during one game, 
after Gene was called off the field, his 
mother leaned over to one of our 
coaches, whom she didn't know, and 
beamed "Number 15 is my boy!" 

Saved for the chief talk of the eve- 
ning was a testimonial by Louis Alonzo 
Young, head coach of the Penn team, 
who declared: "I come not only as foot- 
ball coach but also as representative of 
a great traditional university, which Is 
proud of these boys. I want to thank 
you people, for your share In their 
development. 

"... Victories are all very well, 
and we have had our share of them, but 
there are finer things that our football 
men get than praise when they win: 
they learn to take their lesson in defeat; 
they learn to lose properly and to win 
properly. . . . One of the finest things 
I have heard about our team In 
the six years I have been Its coach, was 
the statement by Thorpe that he loves 
to referee down at Penn because its 
players are the finest sportsmen he has 
met on any gridiron. That meant more 
to me than many of the victories we 
have won." 

Of Folwell Scull his coach said: "He 
was a great end— high-strung blue-blood 
every Inch— one of the highest grade 
ends we've ever had. If we had fed him 
more forward passes, he would have 
been conceded to be one of the greatest 
ends in the country." 

Of his brother: "Never In the Uni- 
versity's history have we had a greater 
all-around player than Paul Scull— or 
a more modest one. Just think— in his 
sopohomore year he won two major 
games and tied another major game- 
single handed. He Is probably one of 
the outstanding football men of the lost 
25 years. If you have any more Paul 
Sculls, send them to us." 

"Gene— One of the Finest." 

Of Gene Kuen: "Ho came to us 
when he was needed. He Is one of the 
finest players we have. No man can 
make a good name in the backfleld un- 
less he has a good line in front of him 
and our line this year was one of the 
best In the country. It Is only because 
you have a good line that you can win 
football games and that you can make 
AH-American men In the backfleld. 

"Football is a team game. Your 
Neighborhood Club, with Its 650 mem- 
bers, and your other community or- 
ganizations along the Main Line, are all 
trying to develop the spirit of team 
Play.
